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ITT Helped Install Free Nixon Links

About the same time that 
International Telephone and 
Telegraph was pulling strings

s, located along the cliff 
rlooking the Pacific within 
iron shot of the Nixon 
ih house, was constructed 
i group which called itself 
lfing Friends of the Presi- 
dent. ,, The ITT subsidiary, 
Scott Lawn Products Com- 
pany of Marysville, Ohio, pro- 
vided the seed, fertilizers and 
gardening work free of 
charge. 

For their selfless efforts, the 
President’s “golfing friends” 
were rewarded with a party at 
the opening of the links. The 
President presented each con- 
tributor with a royal blue 
windbreaker emblazoned with 
the presidential seal. He also 
posed for pictures with his 
golfing pals and then auto- 
graphed the prints. 

J The free golfing green coin- 
cided closely with the $400,000 
pledge that ITT offered to- 
ward financing the Republican 
convention. This was linked by 
Ithe famous Dita Beard memo 


to the settling of ITT’s anti- 
trust problems. 

Both the Western White 
House and Scott Lawn Prod- 
ucts acknowledged to us that 
the free work had been done 
but never responded to our 
specific questions. 

Footnote: We reported last 
Oct. 3 that the taxpayers also 
helped to renovate the Presi- 
dent’s old Spanish villa at San 
Clemente. Specifically, we men- 
tioned a $13,500 outlay for a 
new heating system. The gov- 
ernment has now acknowl- 
edged that more than $1 mil- 
lion was spent on the San Cle- 
mente home out of the public 
till, including a $13,500 fur- 
nace, a $2,329 flagpole, $1,995 
septic tank, $621 ice maker 
and $4,800 for den furniture. 

AID Needs Cash 

A $50 million payoff by the 
United States to South Viet- 
nam, intended to induce Presi- 
dent Thieu “to go along” with 
the Vietnam peace agreement, 
has left the foreign aid pro- 
gram short of funds. 

This is revealed in a confi- 
dential House Foreign Affairs 
Committee memorandum, 
which recounts a conversation 
with State Department official 
Harvey Wellman. 

The memo, written by staff 


aide John J. Brady Jr. quotes 
Wellman as saying AID didn’t 
have enough money to contrib- 
ute a promised $4 million to 
the United Nations Fund for 
Drug Abuse Control. 

“One reason that no funds 
are available for the U.N. in 
fiscal 1973,” states the memo, 
“is that, as a result of the re- 
cent talks between (Henry) 
Kissinger and the North Viet- 
namese, the U.S. promised $50 
million to the South Vietnam- 
ese to get them to go along. 
This depleted AID develop- 
ment loan funds.” 

Confronted with the docu- 
ment, Brady said: “There was 
only one copy of that memo- 
randum. How did you get a 
copy?” But he nevertheless 
verified its authenticity. 

Wellman told us he couldn’t 
remember mentioning the Vi- 
etnam loan, though Brady re- 
called it. Both men agree on 
the rest of the document’s con- 
tents. 

One key passage states that 
the State Department “is un- 
happy about this attitude of 
AID, claiming that the U.N. 
fund does not have sufficient 
funds to start new programs 
in Burma, Afghanistan and 
Pakistan. For the first time, 
Burma has indicated a willing- 
ness to cooperate with the 


U.N., and State would like to 
see the program get started. 

The American commitment 
to the fund is evident, despite 
its low priority. “The United 
States is programming an ad- 
ditional $5 million for the U.N. 
fund in fiscal 1974,” the memo- 
states. “If the fiscal 1973 pay- 
ment is delayed, the U.S. 197$ 
contribution could be as much 
as $9 million.” 

AID did a rapid reversal af- 
ter we began asking questions 
and quickly scraped together 
$4 million to fight drug abuse.
